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Municipal Independence Desirable. 


Many individuals are governed largely in their aclion by 


what others are doing, and Ilie same is (rue lo loo large an 
extent of municipalities. They look about ami see what other 
cities are doing, and in too many cases lliey follow suit with- 
out stopping to consider (he difference in conditions thai may 
exist. The fact is thai not everything that is suited to one 
city is suited fo all, any more than what may be appropriate 
for one individual is necessarily appropriate for all. This fact 


• is emphasized by the comment of a New England newspaper 


on the action of New York with reference lo what is known 
among apartment houses as the "three-decker." The paper 
says: "While other states are trying lo legislate (he dangerous 
three-decker out of existence New York has legalized it, there- 
by increasing the fire hazard of the' future and lending-great 
encouragement to the opponents of all sensible building re- 
slriclions."

This criticism, published by a newspaper in an inland city 


which would make but a small fraction of the metropolis, 
would indicate that New York does .not know what is for her 
own interest in the building line, but lliere is no good ground 
for any such presumption, 
it is quite reasonable to assume 


that (he great cily of New York has considered this matfer;in 
all its bearings and fhal the erection of three-deckers has not 
been sanctioned without good reasons therefor. 


•The fact .that three-deckers have been found objectionable 


in some cities is no reason why New York should rule them 
pnl if they are found desirable there. 
Conditions in New 


York are different from what they are in most cities, and the 
people there do well to decide for themselves what they-waut 
and will .have without running around and asking the neigh- 
bors about it. 


And this independence should be more prevalent in oilier 


cities than it is. At the present time the tendency is altogether 
loo.strong on the part of municipalities to do what other cities 
are doing. 
This is especially'true of small cities, which are 


very apt lo imagine lhat they need and must have something 
simply because some neighboring city has it, whether it be a- 
new school house, city hall, a new method of paving streets, 
or whatever it may be. 
. 


But this practice on Ihc parl of a city is as bad as il is/.'on 


the part of an individual. 
It is better for the city or the indi- 


vidual lo be governed by the conditions which prevail in.-the: 
case of either. This is^ far better than to merely look n round 
and "follow suit," a practice thai is altogether loo commoi 
.today, and one which leads many cities into unnecessary am 
.unwarranted expenditures. It is proper, fo gather good ideas 
•from any source, but these should be applied in accordanc 
with home conditions and never be permitted lo result in bli.nc 
following.
